Capt. Oberlin M. Carter was born in Pa- 
triot, O., and is 4 years old. He was ap- 
pointed a cadet at West Point by President 
Hayes and was graduated with the highest 
record ever made by 
tution. He soon made a brilliant record 
as an army engineer and was placed in 
charge of the Government work of con- 


structing a breakwater in the harbor at 
Savannah, Ga. This involved the expendi-

In 1897 Capt. Carter -was appointed a 
member of the Nicaragua Canal Commis- 
sion and miiitary attache to the American 
delegation at London. 

Capt. Gillette was appointed to relleve 
Carter at Savannah. He reported Irregular- 
ities in the ‘work. Carter was summoned 
home by cable. He demanded an investiga- 
tion. It was made. The result was a 
court-martial. 

The finding was that he was gullty of 
conspiring with the Atlantic Dredging Co., 
and had defrauded the Government of 
$1,720,000 on one contract alone.

Carter was sentenced to be dismissed 
from the army and to pay a fine of $v.

He owned a $4,000 yacht. The dinners he 
gave at Savannah were regal in their 
sp.endor. 

He claimed the money he spent was given 
him by his father-in-law, a close friend of 
the Vanderbilts and Chauncey M, Depew, 
but this fact he never estabilshed,

The fire originated in the kitchen and wae | 


well under way before discovered about 2 
o'clock by the watchman. 
ble rapidity the flames spread to three 
other buildings, and, by 2:30 o'clock, the 
main building was ablaze. It burned rap- 
idly. There were 38 persons sleeping in the 
institute. There were many narrow es- 
capes. 

Lulu Goodman, a pupil who entered from 
this county, was rescued from the fourth 
Story of the main building by the firemen. 
She was badly burned, but will recover. 
Another girl, whose name could not be 
learned, was slightiy burned about the face. 

Frank Riggle the institute secretary, nar- 
row:.y escaped. He was hang.ng from a 
third-story window when rescued by the 


firemen. 

The Little Rock Fire Departmen, re- 
sponded to a teiephone call, but the Bae 
had gained such headway that its services 
were practically ineflectual, except in res- 
cuing the inmates, 

The firemen ran a line of hose from the

The United States Marines, under Maj, Paul 
St. Clair Murphy, had the r ght of line of 
the naval! sie A The sailors of the New 
York, under Lieutenant-Commander Will- 
iam Poter, followed, forming the second 
battalion. The jackies of the Texas, In- 
diana, Massachusetts. Brooklyn and [Lan- 
caster were all in line, under their Lieu- 
tenant-Commaniers, 

Col. John I. Rogers of the Fifth United 
States Artillery commanded the brigade of 
the United States Army. Corps of cadcte 
from the West Point Military Academy 
headed by their own band, had the rignt o 
line. A battalion of engineers, two battal- 
ions of the Fifth Artillery, one battaiion 
of the Seventh Artillery, one battalion of 
the First Artililery, and one battalion of 
mounted artillery made up the representa- 
tion from the regular army. 

Gov. Roosevelt was at the head of the 
column of State Militia. He was .n com- 
mand of the New York troops and was es- 
corted by squadron, 

The National Guard, Brigadier-Genera! 
Charles 8. McLeer comma:ding, formed 
the First Pridage from New York. 

In the Second Brigade Capt. Charles Ba- 
ker commanding, marched the Second Sig- 
nai Corps as escort, the 47th, 23d, 14th and 
13th Regiments, the 17th, separate company, 
the 8d battery and Troop C. All other regi- 
ments were formed in four brigades, fol- 
lowing. 

Other State troops marched in the fol- 
lowing order: Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Georg.a, Connecticut, Mary.and, South Car- 
Olina, New Hampshire, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Indiana, Mississippi, Maine, F.orida, 
Texas and District of Columbia. 

Major-General O O. Howard, U. S&S. A.., 
retired, commanded the unarmed part of 
the parade. The war vettrans’ escort coti- 
sisted of the Medal of Honor and the Loyal 
Legions and were followed by the Veterans’ 
Associationa. 

Major-General J. Warren Kiefer was in 
command of the veterans of the Spanisn- 
American war. 

Col. John Jacoh Astor and staff held a 
prominent position at the head of the vet- 
erans of the Spanish war. He command- 
ed the Astor Battery. Other ofgan.zations 
in jine were the Manhattan ard the Brook- 
lyn volunteers of the Spanish-American 
war. 

The Olympia remained the object of al! 
absorbing interest, and her garceful lines 
were the subject of universal comment, but 
the New York seemed even more brilliant 
with her shield and her glowing fighting 
top. The strong searchligtiis were kept in 
almost constant motion, so that the effects 
were not unlike lightning. Tugs bobbing up 
and down the river seem mere glow worms 
from the shore. 

From the deck of the one ae spurted 
a myriad of stars, showers of red, white and 
blue sheaves of goid and fountains of emer- 
ald hue. 

A great bonfire on a vacant lot on River- 
side Drive, cast a red giare for several 
blocks, and made the shadows on the 
hiliside doubly black by comparison. 

While people on the west side were vent- 
ing their enthusiasm on the assembled war- 
ships, other crdéwds in Central Park. Mount 
Morris Park, Union Square, City Hall Park 
and atthe entrance to the Grand boulevard 
and concourse in the Bronx were equally 
enthusiastic in their night tribute to Dewey. 
So, too, were the people of Brooklyn and 
Queens and Richmond, and thousands who 
watched the display from Ward's Island. 

A salute of 1 aerial guns was followed 
by a brilliant illumination of Governor's 
Island, Bedloe’s Island, Eli's Island and the 
harbor with colored fires, after which came 
the ascent of balloons, carrying powerful 
magnesium lights. Displays of white and 
blue preceded the fire picture of the Olym- 
pia, shown on Governor's Island, and en- 
thustastically cheered by thousands ashore 
and afioat. For 10 minutes there fo.lowed 
the discharge of hundreds of large rockets 
and a salvo of #-inch bombs, with comb!i- 
nations and effects. 

Satisfactory as were the large devices 
representing Admiral Dewey and the Olym- 
pia during the night's display, they seemed 
to attract no more attention than the ‘‘Wel- 
come Dewey,’ which was brought out in 
hundreds of electric lights on the middle 
span of the ae bridge. These letters 
could be distinguished in Bayonne, N. J., 
ll miles away. Almost equa.ly bri.liant il- 
luminations were made from a dozen of the 
highest buildings down town, colored lights 
adding to the effect. 

A motto device, ‘Welcome Home, Victor- 
lous Admiral,’’ 1000 square feet In extent. 
was a feature of the night's display, as 
was a novelty called “Our Empire,”’ pro- 
duced by a mammoth combination shell. 
Which, at a height of 1000 feet, re- 
leased large bombs with red, green, b.ue 
and white stars, representing the Unite 
States, instantly fo.lowed by a silver shell 
for Porto Rico, and finishing with a number 
of smaller shells for the Philippines.

These humble mud scows were loaded to 
the ganwaeies with serried rows of rockets, 
whole picket fences formed of roman can- 
dies, and an. endless array of mortars and 
bombs. When seven bells rang from the

loose. From that time on the river was one 
Continuous giare of many colored fires and 
a continuous roi] of rattling exp.osions, til 
the fiery tail of the serpent Wound its way 
around the Battery, enfeiding Governor's 
Isiand and Bedioe's Island in its coils. 

All the beautiful efiects with which the 
Visitor to Manhattan Beach is famiijlar 
were produced,but on a much grander scale. 
Many new features were added. Among 
these were the electric bombs, which cer- 
tainiy electrified everyone within five miles 
by their ear-splitting detonation. Another 
new device Was a species of bomb that 
buret into an enormous starfish of fire.

sign, and the great black fleet of excursion 
craft hanging in the rear like a threaten- 
ing storm cloud. On the way other fire- 
works could be seen popping up from the 
Jersey shore and twinkling behind Man- 
hattan Island. The pliers and buildings 
along the New York shore were a blaze of 
light. The warships and the yachts shone 
like ships of stars. 

When the warships were left behind, and 
the flotilla approached the Battery, the sit- 
uation became interesting. The crush of 
steamboats became something to make 
even an international yacht race veteran 
pale.

Incidentally, they would like to know 
why they haven't received it before, and 
why the rich Robisons have kept salaries in 
arrears all season. But the principal 
query with the players is, ‘‘When do we 
get our money?” 

St. Loule merchants have a direct in- 
terest in the matter. This is the time of 
year when men buy overcoats and new 
elothes and hats and shoes. The Cleveland 
Players are here, and if they had money 
they would probably stock themselves for 
the winter. Ags it is, they, with a few ex- 
ceptions, are wearing their last year’s 


clothes, and some of them do not look as 
hatty as League players are wont to. 

The men are staying at the Southern 
Hotel. Saturday they were a.most ripe 
for a strike, but the thought of the Sunday 
game and the probability that it would at- 
tract such a crowd that the management 
wou:d divide profits with the piayers re- 
Strained them.

Louis, Dick Harley went with him. They 
came back and reported that Stanley said 
we would have to see De Haas Robison.

SHE HAS FIFTEEN WOUNDS. 


SAVED FROM INSTANT DEATH |BY 
HER GRANDMOTHER. 7 


The Animal Has a Record in Block 
2000 Olive Street of Vicious At- 
tacks on Persons—Now Can’t 
Be Found. 


Mamie Bishop, a 10-year-old girl, was 
viciously attacked by a bulldog at her 
home, 2031 Ojlive street, Friday afternoon.

Hemphill, who beat the dog off with a 
board. 

The little girl ives at the above number 
with her father, D. P. Bishop, a printer 
employed at 409 North Third street, and her 


grandmother. The bulldog is owned by T. 
it’. Gernett, who iives next door, at az. It 
is kept chained most of the time, but w&s 
loose in the yard Friday afternoon. 

The back yards of the two houses are 
Separated by a high board fence. A Week 
ago last. Sunday one of the boards of the 
fence was pushed off in some way. is. 
Hemph.ll says the little daugnter of tne 
Gerneitts did it. Mrs. Gernett says the 
children did it at play. There was a dis- 
pute as to who should replace it, and it Was 
not replaced. 

Friday afternoon Mamie Bishop was play- 
ing @-©& in the side yard, near the open- 
ing .n the fence. Suddenly the dog bounded 
through the hole, and with a snarl, torew 
himseif upon her. Growlng and snapping, 
he sprang at her throat. The child instinct- 
ively threw up her arms. The dog sauk 
his fangs through the sleeve of her jacket 
and her dress and through the flesh o. her 
arm to the bone. 

The dog, standing on his hind feet, was 
almost as tali and fully as powerful as tne 
child, but she managed to keep on her feet. 
A dozen times he sprang at her throat fe- 
roc.ously. Each time she protected her 
throat with her arms, and each time the 
dog sank h.s sharp teeth in the flesh of her 
arms to the bone. 

The child was screaming at tNe top of 
her voice for her grandmother, and as she 
tried to beat the dog off was backing to- 
ward the back door of the house. 

When Mrs. Hemphill, who had heard Ma- 
mie’s screams and knew what they meant, 
came running out of the house, the ch.id 
Was aimost ready to/fall from fr.ght and 

The dog had turned its attack to 
Its teeth had torn a way through 
her heavy clothing. 

The board which had been knocked off 
of the fence and which had been respon- 
sible for the attack became in turn the 
means, in the hands of the aged grand- 
mother, of saving the life of the child. 

Mrs. Hemphill saw it lying on the ground 
near where the child was struggling with 
the dog. At ahy other time it would have 
been a.most too heavy for her to lift. In 
her desperation she lifted it easily and, 
making herself as steady as she could, she 
lifted it above her head and, aiming it 
at the back of the dog’s head, she brought 
it down with all her might. The force of 
the blow was so considerable that the dog 
was stunned. He. loosened the deadly 
clutch and started to run around the house 
and tried to go in. at the front door, which 
was closed just in time to keep it out. 

The child was carried into the house 
and Dr. J. W. Smith, who lives next door, 
was called in. He found 15 lacerations on 
the child’s arms and the flesh of het 
abdomen torn. He cauterized the wounds 
end has hopes that Mamie will récover. 

Mrs. Hemphill demanded of Mrs. Gernett 
that the dog be killed. She said she was 
Willing, but her husband’s consent would 
have to be obtained. A policeman was 
called in and told what had occurred. He 
saw Mrs. Gernett. She told him she was 
willing for the dog to be killed, but she 
did not know where he was. To the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday morning Mrs. Gernett 
said that the dog had run away Friday 
afternoon and she had not seen him sinée. 
At the house next door it was stated that 
the dog had been heard barking Saturday 
morning. 

Mrs. Hemphill says that the dog attackea 
and injured a little girl and a woman about 
a year ago and that a demand was made 
then that it be killed.

THE ULTIMATUM TO KRUEGER. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyrighted by the Press Publishing Co.) 
LANDON, Sept. 30, 8 a. m.—The Post-Dis- 

patch correspondent obtained to-night from a 
high ministerial source the following authentic 
facts concerning yesterday's fateful mecting 
of the Pritish Cabinet: 

When the Ministers assembled they were al- 
ready in possession of a draft of Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain's proposed ultimatum 
to the Boer Republic. 

The terms of settlement laid down were: 

1. The substituting of the articles of the 
Pretoria Convention of 1881 for those of the 
London Convention of 1884, respecting the 
Boer Republic's relations with foreign pow- 
ere. 

This substitution means the abolition of a) 
right on the part of the republic to deal with 
foreign powers and would imply the recall of 
Dr. Leyds as the Boer Commissioner in Ev- 
rope. 

2. The abolition of all legislation respect- 
ing aliens adopted by the republic since 1881. 

This would remove ali the disabilities 
placed by the successive Boer ordinances on 
the Outlanders. 

&. The granting of municipal autonomy to 
the Raad.

MANY SUCCUMB IN THE FLAMES 


OTHERS DROWN AND ONLY 
TWENTY ARE SAVED. 


Those Killed Include a Former Minis- 
ter to the United States, a Weal- 
thy Merchant and the Brave 
Captain of the Vessel. 


PANAMA, via Gaiveston, Sept. 30.—By 
the burning of the steamer Montoya, of ihe 
| Colombian Transport line on the Magda- 
|} lena River a week ago 3 lives were lost, 
iincluding that of Gen. Kengifo, form- 
er Secretary of the Treasury of Colombia, 
Minister to Ecuador, and Mintster to the 
United States of America. One of the vic- 
tims was a woman. 

The French steamer Lawette, which ar- 
rived at Colon from Sabanille, has just 
brought details of the disaster, which is 
the most terrible in the history of Magda- 
lena River navigation. The vessel ieft 
Honda, far up the river, September 17. She 
had splendid weather ali the w ay dow n the 
Stream until she reached a point between 
El Banco and Magangne, two days steam- 
ing from Barranquilla 

Here the disaster occurred. The fire 
seems to lave started at night In a store- 
room between the decks, where the cabins 
and saloons: are located. Of the fifty pas- 
fengers aboard) only 2) were rescued. The 
others were either drowned or burned to 
ashes. 

Among the victims, besides Gen. Rengifo, 
were Senor (7omez, a rich man from 
Boyaca; Captain Plata, who was coming 
down to join the Panama (Garrison and 
Captain Noguera. commanding the Mon- 
toya. All behaved bravely up to the last 
moment. 

Among those saved from the wreck was 
Generali Sarria, an intimate friend of Gen- 
eral Rengilo, who comes to Panama as 
commander-in-chief of the Colombian 
forces An American from Philadelphia, 
Mr. Whitekin, chief engineer of the An- 
ti quia railroad, and Mr. Jones from Liver- 
pool, were also saved. Hoth the latter left 
ee Becteots Fm by the Atlas steamer Alle- 
gheny on the 26th. 

There Was about 40 tons of 
the Montoya, consisting principally of min- 
érals from Antioquia, coffee and hides, and 
$300,000 in treasure. The ship, which was 
fully insured, will be a total loss.

“What is the end of colonization?” he asked in his Cornel] 
speech. ‘‘ Why should we extend our sovereignty over remote 
countries and alien peoples? I answer that the only justi- 
fiable object of such expansion is the establishment of good 
government in the territory annexed, the elevation of its 
people in civilization and the training of them in progressive 
self-government.” 

How disinterested we are. We have assumed the heavy 
burden of sovereignty in the Philippines only that we may 
elevate the heathen, educate and civilize them. That is very 
beautiful. It is a lofty missicn—to elevate other people. 

Nevertheless cynics will wink. Secretary Gage is a philan- 
thropist and agrees with Mr. Schurman. He thinks we should 
elevate the Fillpinos, but expects 5 per cent for the elevaters. 
“Snatching,” to use Mr. Huntington's elegant word, will go 
hand in hand with elevation. 

Isn't it about time to lay aside the mask and frankly 
acknowledge the truth? We are killing the Filipinos for the 
benefit of the siatchers. The people pay the expenses while 
the snatchers tuke the profit. The people sow blood and 
treasure, the anatchers reap a golden harvest. That is all 
there is in the Philippine war, and imperialism generally in 
these days—public war for private profit. The unctuous 
talk about elevating alien races is grotesque hypocrisy. 
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The protraction of the Philippine war is not troubling those 
who are hoping for additional issues of United States bonds. 
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STRANGE CUSTOMS. 

The sketch of New Zealand in the Sunday Post-Dispatch is 
well called “Strange Customs.” 

New ideas prevail in that far away community. The people 
seem to take to social progress as a duck takes to water. 

A new system of taxation has had the effect of breaking 
up large landed estates and distributing the soil in com- 
paratively smal) parcels among the people. No more than 320 
acres can be sold by auction in one plot. Arbitration of labor 
disputes is compulsory. No distinction is made as to political 
rights between the English New Zealander and the Maori. 
Women of both races can vote, but do not hold office. Old 
age pensions protect the aged from want. Every man can 
have a home if he wants it. He does not own the homestead, 
but has it on lease for a long term of years. 

These are indeed strange customs. And stranger still the 
New Zealanders are well pleased with them. There is no 
want, every man has an abundance and nobody is haunted 
by the fear of poverty. 


It is pleasant to know that there is one satisfied community 


in the world. 
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A Washington special says: “The War Department re- 
cently shipped from San F'ranciseo to Manila on board an 
army transport, whose name is being kept a secret, $1,500,009 
in gold coin for the payment of troops in the Philippines. 
This makes more than $9,000,000 which has been expended in 
the islands for this purpose during their occupation by Amer- 
ican treops.” Adding to these figures the cost of supplies 
and other expaision expenses, we may readily see how much 
we need more wer stamps.

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THE NEW ORLEANS COTTON EX- 
CHANGE CLOSED TILL MONDAY. 


FACTORS INVOLVED. 


MANY 


An Unprecedented Interruption of the 
Southern Trade Caused by the 
Fake Telegrams. 


The New Orleans Cotton Exchange closed 
Friday, and it will not reopen until Mon- 
day. The reason for this suspension, the 
first in the nistory of the exchange, was 
the “skin game” put up somewhere out 
of Liverpool, by means of wh.ch the w.res 
were tapped and immense raises were sent 
out, ostensibly as the course of the Liver- 
pool market, when in reaiity that market 
was off 2 pointé. 

The Liverpocl exchange closes at noon Sat- 
urday, which would mean before the New 
Or.eans Exchange opene, and it was deemed 


advisable when the suspension was oraered 
Friday that the New Urieans Exchange be 
c osed over until Monday, when a iresh 
start could be made. The excha.ge Fri- 
Gay issued this statement: 

In consequence of fa.se cablegrams from Liv- 
erpvol, giving epoimous adVances ip thal Wart- 
kei, large Uradsuctions were made in New Ur- 
leans futures (o-uay, With polots ail over the 
country, at beavy improvements in prices. Dis- 
covery of the falsity of the cablegrams created 
inextricable coufusion, Decessilatlibg a suUspen- 
sion of business tem peractiy, in order to ei- 
abie brokers and vcolmlmission mervoants to 
pl. uiguleh er accounts with co.re. pouue nits, 

Beiween the hours of 8:20 and 8:35 five cable- 

‘grams were received, showing between 2:03 and 
2:4 p. m. (Liverpool time) continuous de- 
ciines of 54_-64d, or, say, in ail, to 24%-04dd. The 
Liverueee market was then repurted as ad- 
Vai ing, and from 8:55 a. m. to 1v:10 a. m.

buch an unheard-of advance created the 
wildest excitement, and before contradictory 
advices could be obtained large blocks of cot« 
ton changed bands. That tbe interests of all 
parties might be protected, the Board of Di- 
rectors of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, 
under the rules, ordered a suspension of busi- 
ness, and subsequentiy, under proper legal ad- 
vice, declared aii transactions in cotton, both 
spot and futures, bused on the false quota- 
tions, null and void. The justice of this posi- 
tion will be apparent. 

Ail the Liverpool dispatches quoted came 
through the regular channel, the Commercial 
News Bureau of the Western Unien Telegraph 
(o., which has been the news conductor for 
the various Southern exchanges for more than a 
quarter of a century past. Toe exp.anation of 
the company is that the changes reported were 
to be construed. as aguinst the closing price of 
yesterday, but, as the invariable custom here- 
tofore has been to give all changes in the Liv- 
erpoo! market compared with the dispatch im- 
mediately preceding, the explanation is not 
Ouly uosatisfactory, but ind cates neg.igence 
somewhere little short of criminal. 

It will be readily understood, as before stat- 
ed, the confusion created by such an upheard- 
of condition of affairs was without precedent, 
and, in view of the uncertainties thereto, it 
was deemed by the Board of Directors as proper 
and just to declare a suspension of the fu- 
ture business in order to permit brokers to 
remain in.their offices and attend without de- 
lay to adjusting matters with their correspond- 
ents 

This is the sole reason for the temporary sus- 
peusion, which does not in the least involve the 
ability or capacity of the members of the ex- 
change to care with ease and promptness for 
any and all business intrusted to them.

New Orleans Cotton Exchange. 


The falsified reports did not cease with 
the suspension of business on the floor of 
the Exchange. but kept pouring in, until 
cotton for January delivery was u $13. 50 a 
bale. While the members of the Exchange 
were applauding the course of the board 
as the only one possible, there were out- 
eiders who had closed out centracts on the 
floor, through their brokers, at a profit, 
who took the stand that they had nothing 
to do with any fraud, if fraud had been 
perpetrated, and that they wanted the 
money that was coming to them. 

It was stated after the fraud had been 
found out that more than 200,000 bales of 
cotton had changed hands on the floor of 
the Exchange during the excitement, and 
there is absojutely no telling in what per 
‘cent of this trading outsiders, who wiil 
make troub.e, were involved. The havoc 
played in the country can only be guessed 
at. 

The reports of the phenomenal increase 
in prices swept over the coiton country 
like a tidal wave. Prices have been bull- 
ish of late, on reports of short crops and 
heavy demands, and the best of the factors 
was fooled. The orders that went out for 
buying were never equa. ed in the history 
of the cotton trade, and men on horse- 
back, even, were sent racing through the 
cotton country in every direction, buying 
spot cotton from the raisers and the gins. 
Some paid as high as 7%c a pound, an 
enormous rate, and the losses which will 
fo low the wiid deals will be sOmething io” 
derful, unless some echeme is devised ° 
nme Hb over those who loaded up at take 
prices, 

The market itn St. Louls was not espe- 
clally aflected by the reports, as, when 
they began to come, the factors ran for 
cover, and there were no deals made. WI at 
the commission houses and,brokers about 
town did is another thing, and it is proba- 
ble they and their customers were caught 
in some deals, though no such reports have 
been made. Just how far the rule of the 
New Orleans Iexchange in declaring trades 
off will apply or hold is not settled vet. 

The excuses of the telegraph company 
in regurd to the bogus quotations are re- 
garded as very lame, especially the one 
that the quotations sent were taken cumu-

latively, instead of separately This is 
well nigh impossible. The quotations are 
taken off the cable in a commercial cipher, 
translated, and then distri buted over the 
Western Union and Postal

No matter what means may have been 
taken to work the bogus quotations In on 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, the men 
who were at the bottom of the affair could 
not have selected a better time for it. Dur- 
ing the past week the cotton market has 
been firmn, and almost every day for the 
pass two weeks it had been rising stead-

COTTON WIRES TAPPED NEW STORY OF DEWEY 


—_— 


HOW HE SOUGHT COMMAND OF 
THE ASIATIC SQUADRON. 


TOLD BY COL. GEO. S. ANDERSON 


Commandant at Jefferson Barracks 
Lived in the Same House With 
Dewey in November, 1897. 


Col. George S. Anderson, commandant at 
Jefierson Barracks and commande; of the 
Thirty-eighth United States Volunteers, 
who will soon be sent to the Phiiippinea, 
would have given a great deal to be in 
New York Friday as one of the millions of 
witnesses to the triumph . of Admiral 
Dewey. 

The Colonel has been a life long friend 
of the Admiral. 

Close contact with the hero of Manila 
Bay has not dimmed the soldier's regard 


for the sa.lor and in the eyes of Colonel 
Anderson, as in those of all oiher Ameri- 
cans, Dewey is a wonderful man, worthy 
4 aii the honors which can be heaped upun 

im. 

~o.0onel Anderson told the Post-Dispatch 
this story of how Dewey received the ap- 
pointmMent te the command of the Asiatic 
squadron: 

‘uring the month .of November, 1597, I 
ate breakfast with Dewey in Washingion 
every morn.ng. he was then a commodore 
and menvber of a lighthouse board. Tne 
command of the Asiatic squadron was soon 
to be made vacant. I know that Dewey 
was even then woik.ng hard to secure 4 
appointment. I never saw a man so anx- 
ious as he was and it seemed to me that 
fa.lure at that t.:me would have broxen 
his heart. 

“Sometimes he would come to the table 
with a look of absolute dejection on his 
face. My first remark invariabiy was, 
‘Well, Commodore, how is it this morn- 
ing? 

*“ ‘Pretty 
‘Looks like 
me.’ 

“On other occasions he would come in 
rubbing his hands and smiling and in re- 
ply to my stereotyped question would say, 
‘Everything looks bright this morning, at 
least my friends tell me so,” and through- 
out the meal he would tel! stories and seem 
on the very pinnacle of happiness. 

His mood changed almost daily—one day 
a scarcely tasted meal, taker’ in silence; 
the next. a hearty breakfast, enlivened by 
jokes and anecdote. 

“On a certain morning he came into the 
dining room hurriedly, with a broad smile 
on his face and did not wait for me to 
put my question. 

***Colonel,’ he said, ‘I think I have it. If 
there is the slightest faith to be put in the 
promises of a politician, I will be appointed 
to-day.’ 

“That afternoon the appointment of Com- 
modore George Dewey to the command of 
the Aslatic squadron was anndunced. 

“I don’t think anyone has ever fathomed 
Dewey's motives in seeking this appoint- 
ment. He never told me, and I was very 
close to him. * From his manner and his 
casual remayks I believe that|in seeking 
the appointement he displayed his usual 
modesty. The thing that seemed to worry 
him most was that his rank*‘was such that 
he could scarce y hope to be appointed to 
the command ‘of a squadron. He was, as 
I said, a commodore in the lighthouse ser- 
vice. Above him in rank were sixteen of- 
ficers, including Rear Admirals and Com- 
modores. The Asiatic command, with the 
possible exeception of the South Atlantic, 
was the least desirable in the gift of the 
Department. Dewey apparently feit that 
he could not in justice ask for a better com- 
mand and so, whi'e others shunned it, he 
sought the appointment. It meant to him. 
possibly, his last chance to see more active 


service |

“IT believe that he, 
other naval officers, felt that the Asiatic 


command was not desirable except as com 
pared with shore service. It was his *ne 
great desire to be on sea service at the 
time of his retirement, which “ee rapidiy 
approaching.”’
